RESCUERS FORCED BACK 
BY THE GAS AND SMOKE

»Explosion Caused by Gas Igniting 
from the Lamp of a Miner—Coal 
Burning and There Is No 
Hope of Extinguishing 
the Flames. 


North Fork, W. Va., September 15.—A 
Gisastrous gas and powder explosion oc- 
curred in the Big Four mine of the A!- 
soma Coal arfd Coke Comrany here this 
morning about 8 o'clock. 

James Lester, an engineer; John Roc- 
ckie, a Hungarian miner, and fifteen 
colored miners are known to be in the 
mine now, and there is no chance of 
their being recovered alive, as they are 
beyond the point where the explosion 
oO rred and the gas and smoke is so 
ine that the recruting parties are 
being driven back. 

F. Frankenfield, the bank boss, and 
Ggorge Gaspie, a Hungarian miner, suc- 
ceeded in crawling over the fallen coal 
and slate to the lights of the rescuing 
party, and have been taken out alive, 
although they are both badly burned 
and were nearly suffocated by the gas 
and smoke inhaled. 

The explosion was caused by an ac- 
cumulation of gas catching on fire from 
the lamp of a miner, who was going to 
work, and this, in turn, fired six kegs of 
blasting powder that had been stored 
batck in the mines. The explosion 


knocked down all the brattices for a. 


quarter of a mile back towards the mine 
entrance, thus cutting out all of the air 
from the men imprisoned behind the 
debris. 

There had been a small gas explosion 
fn this mine on Saturday last, which 
‘burned two mine mules to death, and 
Mine Superifitendent A. J. Stewart had 
personally cautioned the men who 
worked in the mine not to attempt to 


work again until the air had been tested | 


by a safety lamp, but they disregarded 
his caution and went into their death. 
A rescuing party headed by Mine In- 
epector Cooper attempted a rescue this 
morning, but were driven back by the 
want of air. It is now learned that the 
coal is burning, and there is no hore of 
extinguishing the flames until a new ir 
passagge «an be built to the point of 
the explosion. Superintendent Stewaft 
has a large force of men at work now 


and will make a second attempt to reach |

Bluefield, W. Va., September 15.—11:30 
p. m.—A telephone message just received 
from Algoma states that eleven bodies 
have just been recovered from the mines, 
with six more to be taken out. So far 
those recovered are colored miners, wi 
the exception of one white miner, named 
Luster. The names of the other men are 
unobtainable at this hour. 

The fan runner, Frankenfield, who was 
in the mine, and located more than a 
quarter of a mile distant from where the 
explosion occurred, came staggering out 
nearer dead than alive, and after several 
attempts was finally able to tell his story 
of the explosion, and how he had at- 
tempted to go to aid the entombed miner, 
but, being overcome by the gas, was 
forced to retrace‘ his steps toward the 
main entrance, and, after continually 
falling, finally reached an opening. The 


explosion occurred 1 mile from the mouth | 


of the main entrancé, and was distinctly 
heard for several miles. It is positively 
known that sixteen men were. cut off, 
and it is posible that the number may 
exceed this. 

The last one of the seventeen miners 
killed by the explosion of the Algoma 
mine this morning was brought out of 
the mine at 11 o’clock tonight.

MANGLED BODY 


Russian Nobleman Drew the 
Goelet Housekeeper Out of 
an Elevator, 


DUKE BORIS UNNERVED 
BY THE GHASTLY SIGHT 


Woman Crushed to Death by Acci- 
dent to the Elevator, and the 
Duke Was the First To 
Reach the Mangled 

Remains. 


Newport, H. 1., September 15.—(Sp@ 
cial.)\—A most shocking accident occurred 
this afternoon at Ochre Court, the sum- 
mer residence of Mrs. Ugden Goelet, in 
which the housekeeper of the Villa, Mrs. 
Margaret Blake, of New York, Mad her 
life crushed out In an elevator accident. 


Grand Duke Boris was the first to ap-. 


pear, and beheld, half hanging over the 
elevator well, the bruised and crughed 
body of the housekeeper, death having 
been instantaneous. 

The duke was the first to assist in 
drawing the body of the unfortunate wo- 
man from its position, and saving it from 
Slipping to tne bottom of the elevator 
well. The mangled remains of the wo- 
man on the floor rather unnerved the 
Russian nobleman. ‘The accident hap- 
pened just as the duke was preparing to 
leave the Villa to go to Heaulieu. 

From the position in which the body 
was found it is presumed that the housre- 
keeper desired to use tn elevator, afd 
that it was at one of the upper fioors, as 
the lift is operated by those who use it. 
It is thought that when it reached the 
second floor and Mrs. Blake stepped into 
it that she lost her footing and fell, and 
before she could:-recover herself the ele- 
vator aescending caught her body be- 
tween the floor and the roof of the ele- 
\ator crusning out her lite.

Detroit, Mich., September 15.—According 
to those who are in a position to know, 
the biggest electric railway deal ever un- 
dertaken in Michigan ig now under way. 
It means the unification of all the electric 
lines in the lower peninsula except the 
Detroit United railway and the Black and 
Mulkey line from Toledo to Detroit. This 
unification, if the plan is: carried out, 
will be accomplished by a new company 
with a capital stock of from $30,000,000 to 
$40,000,000.

Found Unconscious on 
New York. 
New York, September  15.—Nicholas 
Fish, the banker, father of the late Ham- 
ilton Fish, of the rough riders, who was 
killed in Cuba, was found tonight lying 
unconscious on the sidewalk in West 
Thirty-fourth street. He twas carried to 
Roosevelt hospital, where it was said he 
had sustained a fracture of the skull by 
falling on a stone step. Mrs. Fish was 
summoned and at a late hour the bank- 
er’s condition was reported to be ex- 
tremely grave. 
Mr. Fish died at 2:15 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

Cedar Rapids, Iowa, September 15.—E. 
E. Clarke. grand chief of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, today confirmed 
the statement that the employees of all 
railroads in the west will make a united 
demand for increased wages.

JUDICIAL RACE 


Macon Atlomey Is a Candidate 
forthe Supreme Court 


He Formally Announced Last Night, 
and Has Commenced Actively 
the Work of His Campaign. 
Eight Years Judge of 
the Macon::Gpurt. 


‘Macon, Ga., September 15.—(Spectial.)— 
John P. Ross, of the Macon bar, and 
for eight years judge of the city court 
of Macon, announces tonight his candi- 
dacy for supreme court judge to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Justice Lewis. Hig formal announcement 
is as follows: 

‘“‘Macon, Ga., September 15, 1902.—To the 
People of Georgia: I am a candidate 
for the office of associate justice of the 
supreme court of Georgia for the unex- 
pired term of Associate Justice Lewis, re- 
signed, and ask you to elevate me to 
that high office. by your unbiased suf- 
frages. Respectfully, 

“JOHN P. ROSS.”’ 

Judge Ross has already commenced ac- 
tively the work of his campaign and will 
be flooding the mails during the next few 
days with letters announcing his candi- 
dacy. Judge Ross was born in Tatbotton 
May, 1863, resided in Houston county 
for years and removed to Macon, where 
he has practiced law for a long while. 
He was formerly a member of the law 
faculty of Mercer university and served as 
judge of the city court of Macon for 
eight years. He was first appointed by 
Governor Northen and reappointed by 
Governor Atkinsou. 


REBEL GENEBAL SURRENDERS. 


Important Victory Is Announced by 
Colombian Government. 

Washington, September 15.—The state 
department has received a cablegram 
from Minister Hart, at Bogota Colombia, 
which says that the revolutionary gen- 
ental, Carreazo, who has been operating 
with a strong force on the great plains 
east of Bogota, has surrendered. This 
is regarded -as of the utmost importance 
to the government authorities, who con- 
sider that it assures the pacification of 
the whole -eastern region. The Colombian 
government alsa has announced the re- 
pulse by a government war vessel of a 
revolutionary 
the Magdalene river. 

Senor Cencha, the Colombian minister, 
received a cableggam. dated September 
13, and. stgned by President Marroquin, 
Secretary of State Jaul‘and Secretary of 
War Fernandes, which stated that 5,000 
government troops under the command of 
General Perdomo~had started down the 
Magadelene river to reinforce the govern- 
ment troops on the isthmus. The cable- 
gram also stated that 15.000 additional 
government troops were held in readi- 
ness to move to the isthmus and that the 
interior was quiet. 


PIUS FUND CLAIM IN COURT. 


Suit Being Heard Before The Hagus 
Arbitration Tribunal. 

The Hague, Sentember 15.—The hearing 
of the claims of the United States against 
Mexico, growing out of the Pius fund of 
California, cOmmenced here today be- 
fore the international court of arbitra- 
tion. 

At the opening of court by the foreign 
minister, Dr. R. Melville, Baron Van 
Lynden reviewed the history of the court 
which, he said, had been ready for busi- 
ness since January, 1901, but Jacked liti- 
gants. He heartily congratulated the two 
over-sea republics on taking the initiative 
and hoped the outcome and experience of 
the court would contribute powerfully to 
the maintenance of the peace of the 
world. Both sides expressed thanks for 
their welcome and said they had perfect 
confiden@® in the court.

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VOTING TRUST OF SOUTHERN. 


Time for Presenting Shares to Mor- 
gan & Co. Expires. 

New York, September 15.—The time for 
presenting the shares of the Southern 
railway with J. P. Morgan & Co. in 
compliance with the plan to extend the 
voting trust of the road for an addi- 
tional five years, expired today. No 
figures were given out as to the number 
deposited. In the original statement it 
was declared that all shareholders who 
declined to give their assent to the ex- 
tension would forfeit any right to partic- 
ipation in the resultant benefits. It was 
intimated, however, that non-assenting 
Shareholders would be given further 
time without prejudice to their rights. 


DIAZ SEVENTY-TWO YEARS OLD 


President’s Birthday Celebrated 

Throughout Mexico Yesterday. 

Mexico City, September 15.—President 
Diaz’s birthday was celebrated today as 
usual. The diplomatic corps, cabinet 
ministers, senators and deputies'and offi- 
cers of the army and navy called at the 
national palace to congratulate him on 
his reaching the seventy-second anniver- 
sary of his birthday. Among the visit- 
ors was a deputation from the president's 
native state of Oaxaca.

Rate on New York Stock Ex- 
change Goes as High as 
20 Per Cent. 


NEARLY ALL OF THE LOANS 
FURNISHED BY INTERIOR 


Drain on Bank Resources Through 
Preparations To Pay 50 Per 
Cent on $31,000,000 of 
New Oregon Short 
Line Bonds. 


New York, September 15.—The money 
market today gave small signs of easier 
conditions. From the time it opened un- 
til the close rates in the call loan mar- 
ket were high, touching 20 per cent eariy 


in the afternoon. On the stock exchange | 
the trading was dull all day and at times 
almcst stopped. 


Money on the stock exchange opened at , 


15 per cent bid today, the first loan being 
at that figure, after which it reacted for 
a few minutes to 12 per cent, followed by 
a@ gradual return to the earlier figure. 
It was not until after noon that the rate 
began to bound up rapidly, in connection 
with the drain on bank resources through 
preparaticns to pay the last installmenf 
of about 50 per cent on the $31,000,000 of 
new Oregon Short Line bonds, due tuday. 
The credits required for this amounted to 
nearly $15,000,000... It is understood that 
Only about $3,000,000 of this was paid in 
advance, leav' ng $12,000,000 to be turned in 
today, 

Local institutions made very sparing 
renewals of loans today and the bulk of 
the money on stock market collateral 
was again furnished by the interior in- 
stitutions which had withdrawn balances 
from the New York banks and were car- 
rying them independently.

THROWN OVERBOARD. 


EX-JUSTICE GRAY 
CALLED BY DEATH 
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EX-JUSTICE HORACE GRAY. 
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Only a Few Weeks Ago He Retired 
from Federal Supreme 


Court. 


Lynn, Mass., Septemoder  15.—Justice 
Horace Gray, who retired from the United 
States supreme bench recently, died at 
his residence in Nahant this morning of 
paralysis. He had been in poor health 
for some time. 

Since his retirement he had been stay- 
ing at his summer home. 

Judge Gray was born in Boston. March 
24, 1828, and was greduated from Harvard 
college in the class of 1843, and from the 
law school in 1849. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1851. He was reporter of the 
supreme judicia! court of Masachusetts 
from 1854 until 1861. He was appointed 
associate justice of that court in 1864, 
and chief justice in 1873. President Arthur 
commissioned him as assocjate justice of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
December 19, 1881. 

Immediately after the retirement of Jus- 
tice Gray, the statement was made that 
he, and not Justice Shiras, changed his 
views over night in the famous income 


tax case.

METHODIST FIRE 
FOR ROOSEVELT 


Wisconsin Conference Afraid 
the President Is Dealing 
with the Vatican. 


Milwaukee, Wis., September 15.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was called upon by the 
Wisconsin Methodist conference today to 
refute the report that he had asked the 
vatican at Rome to create Archbishop 
Ireland a cardinal. By unanimous vote 
the conference decided to send the foi- 
lowing letter on the subject to the presi- 
dent: 

“We see, with pain, in the press dis- 
patches a rumor that the vatican has re- 
ceived from President Roosevelt an inti- 
mation that he would be personally 
pleased to see that Archbishop Ireland 
is created a cardinal as a reward for the 
services he has rendered the church and 
the state. 

‘‘We strongly doubt the correct news of 
this rumor, for it does not seem possible 
that the president of the United States 
could thus violate the spirit of the con- 
stitution of the United States, which re- 
quires the complete separation of the 
church and the state, and we hope to see 
it authoritatively denied.”

EVERY NEGRO BARRED 


HOM THE CONVENTION | 


This Action Taken by the Executive 
Committee—Fight Will Be Re 
newed in the Convention 
Today—Cards Stacked | 
Against the Negro. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 15.—(Spe 
cial).—The republican executive commit 
tee has refused the admittance of negro 
delegates to the state convention, which 
meets tomorrow. This action was the 
result of several hours’ strenuous strug- 
gle today between those of the new 
regime known as the Lily Whites and 
those not in favor of barring out the 
negroes. This means that henceforth 
the republican party in Alabama is te 
be a white man’s’ party. 

The eliminating of the negro was ac- 
complished through the passage of a 
resolution adopting the report of the 
sub-commmittee which was appointed at 
the meeting of the full committee on 
Saturday, and which had considered all 
contests and passed upon all credentials 
presented by delegates throughout the 
State. When this report was r@ad to- 
day not a single negro’s name appeared 
upon it, although on the list of delegates 
from more than one county there were 
the names of negroes, when the cre- 
dentials were given to the subcommit- 
tee for action, - 

Immediately following a resolution to 


_ adopt the report asa whole, there came 


from several parts of the house protests 
of a vehement nature. These protests 
kept coming in so fast that at one time 
it looked as though the resolution could 
not be passed. By strenuous work, how- 
ever, those favoring the resolution final- 
ly put it through with a vote of 17 for 
to 10 against. 

The fight will be brought up again in 
tomorrow's convention, but the cards 
are stacked and Cuffy’s picture has been 
turned to the wall. 

The following committee on contésise 
was appointed by the executive commilt- 
tee today, a majority being tn favor of 
the anti-negro sentiment: Messrs. 8. H. 
Stevens, N. W. Trimble, J. H. Bingham,

As there are contested delegations 
from every county which has a negro 
on its delegation it is apparent that the 
committee will materially aid the con- 
vention in the work of throwing the 
negro overboard.

[MANY LITTLE YANKEE BOYS 


WHO HAVE LITTLE WIVES 


Washington, D. CG, September 13.— 
(Spectal.)—When the census enumerators 
made their rounds they found fn the 
United States 667 boys under 15 years 
of age who were married. 

This igs one of the interesting facts 
disclosed by the census report on the 
conjugal condition of the inhabitants of 
the United States. There were 3,78 mar- 
ried girls under 15 years of age. The 
infant widowers under 15 numbered 33, 
and infant widows 126. There were seven 
divorced boys and thirty divorced girls 
under 15. New York and Pennsylvania 
led in the number of boy husbands, 
each having 4. Texas led in the num- 
ber of girl wives, with 347. 

The proportion of young women who 
are married is greatly in excess of the 
number of young men, as the figures 
show that of the total number of males 
between the ages of 15 and 19 years. 
Only one per cent are married, while of 
the females of the same ages 10.9 per 
cent were married. More men are mar- 
ried between the ages of 2% and 29 than 
at any other age, while more women 
are married between the ages of 20 and 
2. The figures show that if a woman 
reaches the age of 2 without being mar- 
ired her chances become very slim, 

The figures show that there were in 
the United States 27,849,761 married per- 
sons, or 36.5 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation, The married males numbered 14,- 
003,798, or 35.9 per cent of the total male 
population. The married females num- 
bered 13,845,963, or 87.2 per cent of the 
entire female population. The excess of 
married men over married women is 
due largely to the fact that many for- 
eigners who come to the United States 
leave their families behind them. Of 
the males 15 years of age and Over, 54.5 
per cent were married, and of the fe- 
males of 15 years and over, 53.9 per cent 
were married. 

In proportion to the male population 
more men get married in Illinois ‘than 
in any other state in the union, the per- 
centage of married mén to the total 
number of males 15 years of age and 
over in the state being 57.7. Though the 
number of women in the newly settled 
States and territories of the west is 
less in proportion than in the eastern 
States the women who go west have a 
better chance of getting husbands. Okla- 
homa is the best place for women who 
are looking for husbands. Of the total 
female population in that territory 69.6 
per cent were married when the census 
was taken. Of all the places under the 
jurisdiction of the United States, how- 
ever, the Hawaiian islands would seem 
to be the paradise of the husband-hunter 
for 77.9 per cent of all the women in the 
islands were married. 

The largest percentage of single men 
in the United States proper was in 
Wyoming, where 58.2 per cent were re- 


ported unmarried. That, in spite of og, 
large percentage of married women in 


Hawaii, the supply of raw material for 
husbands in those islands has not been 
exhausted, is shown by the fact that 59.7. 
per cent of the men on the islands were 


| reported numarried. 


It is popularly supposed that there are 
more old maids in New England than in 
any other part of the country. This is not 
correct, however, as the returns showed 
that 38.2 per cemt of the women in the 
District of Columbia were unmarried, 
while in Massachusetts, which ranks sec- 
ond, 37.4 per cent were unmarried. 

Whether the women die younger in New 
England than in any other part of the 
country, or whether New England men 
do not remarry after the death of their 
first wives, fis not shown by the census re- 
turns, but the three states of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont, led all the 


others in the proportion of widowers, with . 


6.3 per cent each. There are not only 
more maiden ladies in the District of Co- 
lumbia than anywhere else in the United 
States in proportion to the population, 
but the district also leads in the propor- 
tion of widows, 16 per cent of the women 
living in the district having lost their hus- 
bands by death. The high percentage of 
unmarried women in the District of Co- 
lumbia is due to the fact that the oppor- 
tunities for employment in the govern- 
ment service attract young women tv 
Washington from eall over the United 
States and to the further fact that when 
a young woman gets a place in the gov- 
ernment service she is independent and is 
not disposed to marry the first man who 
offers himself. 

It does not take a census report to con- 
vincé any one that there are a great 
many widows in Washington. “Women in 
widow’s garb are everywhere conspicu- 
ous throughout the city. Many of them 
are in the government service. Many 
others are the widows of army and navy 
officers, and there is one section of the 
city given over largely to respectable, but 
economical boarding houses, in evéry one 
of which one or more army or navy 
widows can be found. | 

There are 5,816 divorced women in Texas, 
more than in any other state in the 
union, seeming to show that while more 
women marry young in Texas than in any 
other state, many of them soon tire of 
married life. The greatest proportion of 
divorced women, however, was found in 
New Mexico and Arizona, 1 per cent of 
the women in each of these territories 
being divorced. It is interesting to note, 
as throwing some light on the character 
of female emigration to Alaska, that 1.3 
per cent of the women in that territory 
told the census enumerators that they 
have been divorced. 

Illinois leads all the other states in the 
number of divorced men, with a total 
of 6,181, though the largest percentage 
of divorced men was reported from Ne- 
vada, where .9 per cent of the men were 
recorded as divorced.

Present Laws Are Regarded as Inade- 
quate by the’Military Men of : 
the State, and Several Im- 
portant Changes Will Be 
Suggested in Bill. 


a _— 


The special: committee appointed to re- 
vise the state military laws will hold its 
first meeting Thursday morning. ‘The 
committee is composed of Colonel Usher 
Thomason, Majcr W. L. Grayson and 
Major W. W. Barker. Colenel Thomason, 
who as ranking officer of the committee 
is chairman, is in the city arranging the 
details of the meeting. 

For some years the inadequacy of the 
military laws of Georgia has been recog~ 
nized and the need for many changes has 
been apparent. The present law was 
framed some vears ago by Colonel Oscar 
Brov'n, of the regular army, and while 
complete, the regulations are bétter 
adapted to the regular army than the 
state militia. 

Last year the laws were revised by 
Colonel A. R. Lawton, of Savannah; 
Colonel W. E. Wooten, of Albany, and 
Colonel George W. Napier, of Atlanta. 
Great interest was taken in the Dill 
and it passed the senate but was killed 
in the house. A streng fight was made on 
the bill owing to the provision which 
ecnsolidated the adjutant general and 
inspector general and making the assist- 
ant adjutant general keeper of public 
buildings and grounds. Folitics is said 
to have played an important part in 
the defeat of the bill, and when it was 
placed on its passage in the house there 
was a strong faction arraved against it. 

It is thought that a bill can be framed 
which will do away with the present ob- 
jectionable features and at the same time 
meet with general approval. If such a 
bill is framed there is little question of 
its passage. 

Circular letters have been sent to prac- 
tically every military man in the state 
and sugrestions have been asked from 
all quarters. The committee has a mass 
of information at its disposal and it will 
probably take several days to readjust 
the present law so as to make it fit the 
requirements of the state troops.

The committee met-yesterday morning, 
prepared and signed its report.and filed 
‘it with, the clerk..of council later in the 
day.. When the:report wags read Alder- 
man Weodward, a-=member of the com- 
mittee, -submitted a resolution to the 
effect that in.the event an effort was 
made to change any of the organic laws 
of the city that the question be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people. The report 
and resolution: will be taken up together. 

After council takes final action on fhis 
report it is expected that Judge George 
Hillyer, chairman of the citizens’ char- 


ing of that body for the purpose of try- 
ing to agree upon a proposed charter 
which will prove acceptable to both coun- 
cil and the committee of forty-nine. The 
ecuncil committee in going over the other 
committee’s report struck a number of 


sections. 


the following named gentlemen: 
Councilman James L. Key, chairman, 
Alderman James G. Woodward, Alder- 
man M. T. LaHatte, Councilman W. A, 
Fincher and Councilman John H. Har- 
well, of the first ward; Councilman 
Courtland S. Winn, of the second ward;

Report of Committee. 
The report of the coeimittee is as fol- 


fows: 

To the Mayor and General Counctl of the 
City of Atlanta: We, the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the report of the citizens 
charter revision committee, beg leave to re- 
port as follows: 

We do not favor a general revision of the 
charter of the city. There is no demand for 
such general revision by the public, nor is 
it called for by any new situation or dévelop- 
ment in municipal affairs. We find that the 
old charter is a good charter. The _workings 
of our government in all its departments, the 
ordinances that have been made by council 
from time to time, and the functions of the 
officers of the city have all been adjusted to 
the present charter, and its terms and require- 
ments are more or less familiar to the gen- 
efal public. A general revision would in- 
volve a new codification of our laws, and 
would involve a great expense and a vast 
amount of labor which do’ not appear to be 
warranted by any corresponding benefit that 
we can discover, .Qur charter laws and ordi- 
nances were, in 1899, digested, codified and 
indexed by Judge James A. Andersdn, for: 
mer city attormhey; in a most. satisfactory way, 
‘and: published. at areat .expenee by, the city. 

We considered along with the report, the 
question: of: the extension of the city Limits, 
along the lines of the growth 6f° population 
and substantial material developments. Upon 
this proposition the committee was équally 
divided, which we treated as the equivalent 
of a defeat of the proposition. 


Oppose New Wards. 


We oppose the creation of two new wards 
and a change of ward lines. The necessity for 
an increase in the number of wards is not 
apparent; certainly not until new territory 
and a new populatian is added to the city by 
the extension of its limits. Besides, the in- 
erease of the number of wards calls for an in- 
crease of a number of new offices, for which 
the public. When the city lim'ts shall be 
extended, which will come logically within 
a short pertod,. there. will.be a reason for 
additional wards and an increase of répresent- 
tation, which does not now exist. 
should be as permanent in their location as 
conditions will adrit of. If the ward lines 
are changed now, it will be tut a short period 
when the extension of the limits of the city 
will necessitate another change. This re- 
peated change and shifting of lines can be 
avoided by waiting until this extension is 
rade. 

We oppose the change of electing the admin- 
istrative officers of the government by the 
city council instead of by the péople, as here- 
tofore. We also oppose the increase of the 
terms of officers from two to four years. We 
think that the city government should be 
kept as near the people as possible, and that 
these officers of the govérnment entrusted with 
‘ts administration should be seiected by the 
people at reasonably short intervals. The 
two years’ term is the-prevailing rule in this 
state. As an exsception to the-~ above, 
favor the election by the mayor and council 
of the city marshal fer a term of two y°ars. 
We also favor making the term of the city 
Sasessors three years instead of two, providing 
that one shall be elected each*-yfar, and not 
one one year and two the next year, as has 
Leen the rule heretofore. | 

We oppose the inéfrase in the number of 
the executive boards -of the city. Those de- 
partments of the city not now under the con- 
trol and direction of executive boards are 
among the best and most successfully con- 
ducted departments of the city. A change in 
their methods and government while they are 
working so satisfactorily might be unwise 
and rroductive of harm. We oppose the ap- 
reintment of the members of exectitive boards 
by the mayor. The method proposed is for 
the mayor to appoint one member each year, 
eo that during his term he will have ap- 
pointed but two members of a board of five. 
If the appointment. of executive boards by the 
mayor is a sound government principle, then 
he should have the right to appcint ail the 
members of the board at the beginning of his 
term, and they should hold their offices at 
his pleasure only during his term, so that 
the succeeding mayor would not be hampered 
by the appointmente of his predecessor. The 
only effect of the proposed change -is to have 
the mayor select members of boards for 1- 
term of five years, instead of having the mem- 
bers of council elect for a term which is gen- 
erally three years. We do not see the wis- 
dom of the change, nor discern any benefit 
that may come from it. _ 


Favor Fixed Primary Date. 


We favor placing the primaries of the city 
wnder strict regulation;.hence, have favoréd 
the principle of the Australian ballot, as pro- 
posed by the report. We think, however,

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So a Philadelphia Judge.,Asserts in Refusing a Char- 
ter for the First Church of the Christian 
Scientists. 


Philadelphia, September 15.—The appli- 
cation for a charter made by the First 
Church of Christtan Scientists was re- 
fused today by Judge Arnold, in the com- 
mon pleas court. In his opinion Judge 
Arnold says: 

“The charter applied for in this case 
covered a double purpose—a church and 
a business.

London, September %.—The Daily Mail 
this morning declares that after many 
months of secret negotiations there has 
been formed an association of the lead- 
ing British steel rail manufacturers for 
the purpose of controlling prices and the 
regulation of the output. 

The firms alleged to have entered the 
association include the Barrow Hema- 
tite Steel] Company, itmited; Bolckow, 
Vaughan & Co., limited; Guest, Keen & 
Co., of Dowlais and Cardiff; Crawshay 
Bros., of Merthyr-Tydvil; the Mosa Bay 
Hematite Iron and Steel Company, limit- 
ed; Charles Cammel & Co., limited; the 
Northeastern Steel Company, limited, and 
the Rhymney Iron Company, with an ag- 
gregate of capital roughly estimated at 
$60,000,000, not counting large debenture 
issues. 

In view of repeated rumors and reiter- 
ated denials, the announcement of The 
Daily Mail, in spite of its apparent cir- 
cumstantially of detail, must be guarded- 
ly accepted. As an instance of the need 
of such an association the paper quotes 
“a representative of a prominent en- 
gineering firm of New York” az saying 
that since February he has placed orders 
in Europe for 500,000 tons of steel rails for 
America, of which 60,000 tons were placed 
in England, 300,000 in Germany and 150,000 
in Belgium. 

The greater part of tnese orders would 
have been placed in England but for 
the fact that the mills here could not 
accept them. The Daily Mail says the 
representative in question added that in 
1902.the purchase of steei rails in Europe 
for America would amotunt to 1,000,000 
tons, the major part of which would go 
to Germany unless England woke up.

fight for a prize, whether a title, bet, 
wager or stake, he stated that the statute 
does not prohibit ‘‘sparring exhibitions’’ 
unless the winner takes something he 
would not have secured had he iost. 
Continuing, the judge declared: ‘I have 
nothing to do with the policy of this 
law. We have nothing to do with the 
question as to whether prize fights ought 
or ought not to be given. We have to 
do eimply with the enforcement of this 
law, just as we find it on the statute 
book. 

“I wish to reiterate that any fight at 
which the winner gets something that 
he would not have gotten if he had not 
been declared the victor, whether large 
or small in amount, is a prize fight, 
otherwise not. A fight for a champion- 
ship or for a belt, or for money, or any- 
thing of value, in my opinion, is a prize 
fight.

Portiand, Ore., September 15.—Twenty 
lives have been lost, and it is roughiy 
estimated that $1,506,000 worth of prop- 
erty has been destroyed during the past 
week by forest tires in Oregon and Wash- 
ington. Many more people are missing, 
but it will not be known how many are 
dead until reports from remote districts 
come in. The estimate of the property 
loss does not include standing timber, but 
covers saw milis, houses, barns, shops, 
cord wood and farm implements. ‘lhou- 
sands of acres of timber have been burned 
cver, but the destruction of great tim- 
ber has not been heavy. Relief is being 
hurried from this city, Tacoma, Seattle 
and Vancouver, to those who have lost 
their homes and crops. ‘The districts 
where the greatest destruction occurred 
are Lents, Springwater and Bridal Veil, 
in Oregon, and VWifty Plain, Lewis Riv§ 
and Elma, Wash. In all these places 
it is estimated there are 600 people with- 
out food and shelter. 

The fires have nearly burned out and 
this morning the smoke cleared away, so 
that the sun was visible most of_the 
afternoon. 


Took to Water To Escape. 

Kalana, Wash., September 15.~—The 
latest report from the Lewis river forest 
fires shows that the fire is practically ex- 
hausted and that relief parties are en- 
abled to cover the devastated territory 
and gather more definite information. It 
is positively Known that sixteen persons 
have been burned to death.

Chicago, September 154.—A movement 
for enlisting the hosts of working men 
throughout the United States into a sem!t- 


political organization has been launched 
in this city.

ORDINANCE IS COMPLETED. 


Government of the Street Railways of 
Macon. 

Macon, Ga., September 15.—(Special.)— 
The finance and ordinance committees 
of the council met tonight and com- 
pleted an ordinance for the government 
of the proposed consolidation of Macon’s 
street railways. It will be submitted to 
a meeting of the mayor and council to- 
morrow night for adoption. The main 
points are that the maximum price to be 
paid by the city for electric are lights 
shall be $75 per annum per light. The 
present price si $100. Annual license shall 
be paid on the electric light plant for 
ten years, after which a per cent tax 
per annum shall be paid on the gross 
receipts of the plant, the same as on the 
gross receipts of street railways. One 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars shall 
be spent by the consolidators in improve- 
ments on the properties during the next 
two years. 

The ordinance will not prescribe that 
all future railways that may be estab- 
lished in Macon shall operate under the 
same conditions and terms as are fixed 
for the government of the present rail- 
ways. ‘

Mrs. Stewart, Who Was Recently 
Killed in Automobile Accident.

Much regret was expressed throughout 
Mississippi Saturday over the press dis- 
patch containing the announcement that 
Mrs. Senator Stewart, of California, was 

killed in an automobile accident.

Her father was 
Henry S. Foote, United States senator 
from this state from 1847 until 1852, when 
he resigned the office to run for governor 
against Jefferson Davis, defeating the

An incident regarding Mrs. Stewart was 
recalled a few days Since by the promise 
of:her brother, Hon. W. W. Foote, of 
San Francisco, to furnish an oll portrait 
of his father to be drawn from an en- 
graving in the possession of Mrs. Stew- 
art and to be placed in Mississippi’s Hall 
of Fame. It was Mrs. Stewart's influence 
which indirectly secured the confirmation 
of x Q. C. Lamar as a justice of the 
United states supreme court. Lamar was 
the first confederate soldier to be honor- 
ed with a judicial berth by the govern- 
ment and much animosity was aroused, 
Mrs. Stewart prevailed on her husband to 
vote for Lamar’s confirmation by the 
senate and to use his influence with the 
other members, and it was this influence 
which secured the required majority.

Mississippians Preparing To Weave 
the Cotton They Raise. 
Jackson, Miss., September 15.—(Spe- 
eial).—Phil A. Rush, vy®r indictment 
for embezzlement of $100,000 from the 
Mississippi treasury, has turned his at- 
tention to industrial enterprises, and has 
launched a movement in his home town 
of Senatobla to establish a cotton fac- 
tory with a capital stock of $100,000 or 
more. He starts off the subscription 
Nst with $2,500, and has set about quite 
energetically to secure sufficient funds 

for the commencement of work. 

A movement has also been placed on 
foot at Gloster, in Amite county, for the 
establishment of a cotton factory, and 
a committee is in the field soliciting sub- 
scriptions. Several other towns are dis- 
cussing similar enterprises and the gen- 
eral plan seems to be to start factories 
with small capital stock and add to the 
buildings and machinery from time to 
time, as the growth of the business and 
assurance of financial successs will justi- 
fy. It is believed that within the 
next few years by following this plan 
nearly every emall town in the state will 
have a cotton factory, consuming a good 
portion of the raw product raised in 
that territory and thus securing a great- 
er share of the profits of the cotton 
yield than heretofore.

A Purblind Proposition. 

The esteemed Boston Evening Tran- 
script thinks it has discovered at 
least “one way out” for the negro 
from political and trades union ostra- 
cism.

“there is no political or social power 
that can make an honest and able 
workingman unsuccessful.” 

But first you must catch your “hon- 
est and able workingman” to make 
the theory work. That there are such 
among the colored men of the south 
we do not deny, but the fact remains 
that most of them, whether honest or 
not, are not able. The trades they 
know have mostly been acquired by 
random employment and practice. 
Their knowledge has been “picked up” 
and most of their work is “pottering 
at the job.” Accuracy, taste and fin- 
ish in their work as artisans is seldom 
expected and as seldom found. They 
are the job lots workingmen of the 
odd and scamp-work jobs of the com- 
munity. 

It is useless to cite work done by 

* the colored students at the Atlanta 
| wmiversity, or at Tuskegee. Their 
' work may take premiums, and hon- 
estly, too, but there are not enough 
such schools, such students and such 
work to make a basis for a great 
class of colored mechanics whose 
daily work will compete with that 
done by the trained and ambitious 
white workingmen of the land. 

The pity of this situation is the 
truth of it, and yet whenever in the 
south a voice is raised in favor of de-~ 
voting the educational funds propor- 
tioned to the negroes to schools of 
mechanic arts, industries and agricul- 
ture, all New England, and Boston 
— first, rises up indignantly and cries 
out for “the higher education” of the

Had he been a co-villager 
with them there are several times 
when he would have been stood up to 
the rack and made to feel the phlebo- 
tomic fondling of the knout! 

Naturally there are people who have 
preferences as to the sex of their off- 
spring. Military men usually prefer 
boys to succeed them in martial ser- 
vice and today the West Point acad- 
emy is liberally full of the sons of 
army officers who are to inherit their 
fathers’ careers and government sup- 
port. So there are clergymen and 
lawyers and journalists who like to 
have sons to take up their careers and 
continue them.

It is not easy for the people to be- 
lieve that Theodore Roosevelt has su- 
pinely surrendered all these affections 
for the right and all these principles 
of fair and honest government. In 
spite of the delays, the waverings of 
his hand and the incertitudes of his re- 
cent utterances on the great issue of 
“government by and for the trusts,” 
there lingers among the people a hope 
that right soon the real Theodore 
Roosevelt will find himself once more 
and speak out in his old, hearty, in- 
domitable independence of spirit and 
recklesness as to personal fortunes in 
the fight.

Some Recent Decisions. 

In the case of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company v. the Schooner Guide, 
United States District Judge De Haven, 
of California, some days ago dismissed 
the suit upon the ground that the court 
had no jurisdiction, the ground being that 
a cable was a mere projection of the land, 
and that a suit dnvolving injury to a 
cable could not properly come before an 
admiralty court. The suit was for dam- 
ages done by the anchors of the schooner 
to the cable between San Francisco and 
Oakland.

Anything that is attached to the shore, 
although the water may be beneath it, 
is considered as a mere projection of 
the shore, ang torts happening upon such 
structures are not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the admiralty court.” 


Disbarment of Lawyers. 

Where an attorney at law accepted 
money from a poor woman upon an em- 
ployment to procure for her a divorce, 
and represented to her that he had 
brought the suit, but failed to do so, 
although he knew of her husband's 
presence at the place where the suit whs 
to have been brought, and his client dis- 
covering the deceit, employed other 
counsel to procure the divorce for her, 
and demanded the return of the money 
she paid him, which he refused to return, 
he was gullty of professional miscon- 
duct, for which he will be disbarred. The 
fact fhat the attorney had been tried and 
acquitted upon a charge of embezzlement 
does not affect the question as to

€rnor=Elect Terrell and Mayor Mims Extend 
tate’s and City’s Hand of Fellowship. 


With nearly four hundred delegates in 
attendance, the twelfth biennial conven- 
tion of the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America was con- 
ened yesterday morning in the conven- 
tion hall, 117 1-2 Whitehall street, and re- 
celved hearty welcome to Georgia and 
Atlanta. 

At the conclusion of the opening ex- 
ercises, the convention adjourned until 
this morning at 8 o'clock, when the first 
business session will be held. Additional 
delegates arrived yesterday afternoon and 
Tast night, and it is expected that fully 
four hundred will be present in the con- 
vention hall today. 

The session yesterday was effervescent 
with enthusiasm and gave to the big 
meeting a most auspicious opening. The 
Spacious hal] was crowded with delegates 
and others, every seat being occupied, 
and numbers being compelled to stand. 
The addresses of the various speakers, 
local and visitors, tsruck a popular chord 
and were responded to by liberal and en- 
thusiastic applause. 

Governor-elect Joseph M. Terrell wel- 
comed the delegates on behalf of the 
state, Governor Allen D. Candler having 
been detained on account of pressing 
business. Mayor Livingston Mims did 
the honors for Atlanta. Both speeches 
Were happy efforts and caused a feeling 
of good fellowship and good humor to 
pervade the throng. The words of wel- 
come were appreciated to such an extent 
that the delegates, aroused to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm, gave both the gav- 
ernor-elect and mmiayor three rousing 
cheers. 

Parade from the Kimball. 

The delegates paraded from the Kim- 
ball house, the headquarters of the con- 
vention, to the convention hall and made 
an excellent showing. They were es- 
corted by members of the local reception 
committee and members of the four lo- 
cal unions of carpenters. Governor-elect 
Terrell, Mayor Mims, general officers of 
the brotherhood, and members of the re- 
ception committee were in carriages at 
the head of the parade, 

It is estimated that nearly 800 men were 
in line. The parade formed at the Kim- 
ball house and proceeded up Pryor street 
to Edgewood avenue, thence to Peach- 
tree street, thence to Whitehall street, 
and out Whitelall to the convention hall. 

Hon. C. C. Houston, secretary and 
treasurer of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, convened the convention and pre- 
sided ‘over the session. He mage a short 
address of welcome on behalf of the 
labor organizations of the state and then 
‘ntroduced the other speakers. 

After extending a formai welcome, Mr. 
Houston appealed to the delegates to ac- 
quaint themselves with the condition of 
the workingman in Atlanta, and with 
what is being done to better that condi- 
tion. He stated that up to ten years ago 
there was practically mo trade unionism 
in the south, and explained its wonderful 
progress and growth to the present time. 
He said one of the greatest features of 
the work was to overcome the prejudice 
attached to labor unions, and told how 
Georgia had come to the front in that 
respect. 

“In Atlanta today,’ said he, “there are 
between 3,000 and 4,000 organized work- 
ers. Now, there are some delegates who 
are prone to criticise the carpenters of 
Atianta, but it must be remembered that 
they have hafi a great deal to contend 
with. They have had to contend with the 
negro. We make no fight on the negro, 
but invite him into the union and try to 
impress on him that his proper place is 
in the labor union. 1 hope that you will 
feel the heart and hand and love of every 
workingman of Georgia with you and bid 
vou God speed in your deliberations, that 
they may do great good throughout the 
country.’ 

Terrell’s First Official Act. 

Govecnor-elect - Terrell followed Mr. 
Houston. He began by stating that in 
welcoming fhe delegates to Goorgia, he 
was performing his first official act as 


governor of the state. 

“It gives me great pleasure,"’ said he, 
“to extend to you a most cordial welcome 
to the state. We are giad to have you 
with us, and now I want to tell you 
something of our state. You have sam- 
pled our climate this morning, and al- 
most throughout the whole year we en- 
joy this same kird of balmy weather. We 
welcome you, not only to visit us, but to 
come and live among us. We have in 
this state everything necessary to make 
an empire, and should you earpenters 
bulld a wall about it, Georgia would be- 
eome the greatest empire in the uni- 
verse.”” 

The speaker paid, in eloquent terms, 
tribute to the carpenters’ organization, 
and coricluded by saying: 

“T want to give you today an old- 
fashioned Georgia welcome, and that is, 
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if you see anything you want, take it, 
and if you don’t see it, ask for it.” 

Mayor Mims next welcomed the visitors 
to the city. He said: 

“It affords me great pleasure to give 
you a hearty and joyous welcome to the 
city of Atlanta. I assure you that, 
though I may be wanting in sufficient 
words, nobody feels a welcome more than 
myself. Atlanta feels honored to have 
you here. We have had with us all 
kinds of conventions and gatherings, but 
none excites more interest or pleasure 
than yourselves.”’ 

The mayor referred to the magnificenc2 
of Atlanta, and paid tribute to the skill 
of the carpenter, as having assisted in 
making the city great. He declared that 
the governor’s welcome of the visitors 
to Georgia was also a welcome to At- 
lanta, as Atlanta is principally Georgia, 
although, he said, the governor will not 
admit this 

“I desire to impress the welcome of the 
governor,” said the speaker, ‘“‘but also 
wish to give you some advice. Take any- 
thing you want, but be careful not to let 
the police see you. They might not un- 
derstand this new arrangement, and would 
cite you-to appear before the recorder. 
But I assure you that, should any such 
thing occur, it wil] give me great pleas- 
ure to pardon you. Atlanta wishes you 
a pleasant time, and again I welcome you 
to the city.’’ 

Responses Are Made. 

General President Willlam D. Huber, 
of the brotherhood, responded to the wel- 
come on behalf of the convention. He 
expressed thanks to the governor and 
mayor for their hearty welcome, and said 
it would be thoroughly appreciated. He 
said, however, that he was surprised that 
they, knowing the carpenters, should ask 
them to take everything they want, as 
carpenters are always taking everything 
in sight. 

“T hope,” he said, ‘‘that the delibera- 
tions of this body may result in great 
g00d to labor and the country generally. 
The labor people must solve the labor 
problem, ard they will solve it aright. 
We are organized to better the conditions 
of the laboring man, and believe we are 
accomplishing much good a'‘ong this line. 
The carpenters appreciate the welcome 
of Georgia and Atlanta, and I assure the 
governor and mayor that it will long 
be remembered by the delegates. I hope 
that in observing the welcome, the dele- 
gates will take the advice of the mayor, 
and not let the police see them. It is my 
desire that after the convention concludes 
we wili not only leave pleasant memories 
in the minds of the people of A‘\anta; 
but that we will carry with us to our 
homes memories equally pleasant. If the 
other states of the south show as much 
hospitality as has been shown here today, 
some of the delegates, I am sure, will 
return soon—if they ever go home.” 

General Secretary and Treasurer Frank 
Duffy, of the brotherhood, followed Presi- 
dent Huber. He told of the great work 
being acccmplished by the carpenters’ 
organization, and said that it has in- 
creased in membership during the past 
year nearly 36,000. He showed that the 
organization is in excellent condition in 
every respect, and is exerting a great 
influence in the labor movement. He 
spoke of the progress of the labor move- 
ment in the south, and told of its needs. 
The work’ of labor organizations, he said, 
is to elevate mankind and jeave the world 
in better condition. 

Short addresses were also delivered by 
Donald Glass, of Buffalo, and First Vice 
President T. C. Guerin, of Troy, N. Y. 
After these talks; Mr. Houston turned 
over the gavel to President Huber, and 
the convention was ready for business. 
A commitiee on rules was announced by 
the president, and, as the committee on 
credentials had not completed its work, 
an adjournment was taken until this 
morning. 

Business Session Today. 

The convention will begin active busi- 
ness this morning. The report of the 
committe on credentials will be the first 
order of business, and after it is received 
the delegates will be seated. The com- 
mittee on rules will then submit {ts re- 
port. The report of the constitution com- 
mittee will be next received, and it is 
expected that four or five days will be 
réquired to finish with this report. 

The committee will recommend a num- 
ber of amendments to the constitution of 
the brotherhood, and these will cause a 
great dea] of discussion. Severa} changes 
in the laws are regarded as necessary, 
owing to the growth of the organization. 
The reports of the committees on ap- 
peals and grievances and finance will 
then be submitted. These committee re- 
ports are expected to comprise the bulk 
of the business of the convention. 


Convention Gossip. 

John H. Clark, president of loca] union 
No. 964, of Philadelphia, is one of the 
most prominent delegates to the conven- 
tion.

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BOND QUESTION — 
BEFORE COUNCIL 


Mayor Mims Calls Attention 
to Needed Improvements 
in the City. 


TWO SPECIAL ELECTIONS 


OCCUR AT NEXT MEETING 


Resignation of Captain Howell Was 
Accepted — Councilman Glass 
Favors Extending Asphalt 
on Pryor Street to the 
Railroad Tracks. 


‘ 

Council was in session for about three 
hours yesterday, and disposed of consid- 
erable routine business in that time. 
Two letters from the mayor, ifrging the 
necessity for issuing bonds aggregating 
$800,000 for sewer extension work and for 
improvements to the water works system, 
were received, read and referred to ap- 
propriate committees for consideration. 

An adjourned session will be held to- 
morrow for the purpose of considering 
the franchise proposed to be granted the 
Atlanta Electric Company, and also the 
report of the council committee on char- 
ter revision. The next regular meeting 
of council will not be held until October 
6, and at that time two special elections 
will be held. One will be for city 
physician for the first ward, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by tthe death of Dr. 
A. §. Bridwell. Dr. Bridwell had been 
connected w:th the city’s work for about 
five years. He died Sunday evening. 

Mitchell May Be Elected. 

The names of Drs. Mitchell, Roberts, 
Hood and Perry have been mentioned in 
connection with the vacancy, but it is 
probable .the first ward delegation in 
council will agree upon Dr. J. W. Mitch- 
ell for the place. The other election will 
be that of a member of the board of 
trustees of the Grady hospital, to succeed 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill, who died recent- 
ly. Colonel Hemphill’s term does not ex- 
pire until the first Monday in March, 1904. 
The hospital trustees are. elected for 
terms of nine years each. 

The question of electing a suc- 
cessor to Colonel Hemphill came up 
during the meeting of council yester- 
day, but action was postponed in order 
to give the trustees an opportunity to 
recommend some one, as is provided by 
ordinance. The names of R. A. Hemp- 
hill, Colonel Hemphill’s brother, and Cap- 
tain John A. Miller, were put in nomina- 
tion, but were not further considered in 
view of the postponement of the whole 
matter. Councilman Kontzg nominated Mr. 
Hemphill, while Councilman Garrett 
nominated Captain Miller. 

The clerk of council was instructed to 
Officially notify the board of trustees of 
the vacancy existing, and the board is 
expected to send in its recommendation 
before the next regular meeting of the 
general council. 

Would Extend Paving. 

Councilman Glass introduced a resolu- 
tion providing that the asphalt paving 
on South Pryor street be extended from’ 
Alabama street to the railroad tracks. 
The cost of this work to the city, it was 
estimated, would be $600, as the county 
would pay $600, Green Dodd $3800 and 
Marion Jackson $300. At the last meet- 
ing of council action was taken which 
resulted in extending the asphalt on 
Pryor street from Kenny’s alley to Ala- 
bama street. This work is now in prog- 
ress. The further extension will cost 
$1,800. 

The resolution was referred to the 
street and finance committees for con- 
sideration and report. When the paper 
was read Councilman Kontz, who is 
chairman of the finance committee, said 
if he had been in the city at the time he 
certainly would have voted against ex- 
tending the asphalt from Kenny's alley 
to Alabama street unless the property 
owners paid the cost of the work. He 
said the paving or that section of the 
street ‘‘might as well have been put at 
Buckhead for all the good it did the city.”’ 

A letter from City Engineer Clayton, 
in which was inclosed a communication 
from J. 8S. B. Thompson, of the Southern 
railway, was read. Mr. Thompson asked 
that the work on the Peters street viaduct 
besheld up for the present, as the com- 
pany contemplated arranging plans for 
a new freignt depot and would like to 
take up the matter of making changes 
as soon as their plans had been mapped 
out. Alderman Woodward said the prop- 
osition was ‘too indefinite and that the 
contractor was under contract to com- 
plete the work by April of next year. He 
moved that the whole matter be referred 
to the bridge committee and city engineer. 
Councilman Key was also of the opinion 
that to hold up the work would be to com- 
plicate matters unnecessarily. 

As to Issue of Bonds. 

The mayor sent two very important 
communications to council. In one he 
called attention to ‘tthe need of a bond is- 
sue for $400,000 for the purpose of perfect- 
ing the water works system by adding 
a new reservoir, pumping engine at the 
river station and a new filter plant at 
Hemphill station. In the other he re- 
ferred to the necessity of improving the 
sewer system of the city by extending 
the various trunk sewers to the city lim- 
its. He recommended the issuance of 
$490,000 of bonds for this purpose. 

In both communications he asked that 
council] take the necessary steps looking 
to bringing the matters to the attention 
of the legislature with a view of getting 
the desired authority from the general 
assembly for submitting the bond issue 
question to the people. In each case he 
suggested thirty-year bonds at 3 per cent. 
‘ine paper referring to water bonds was 
referred to the water works, finance and 
legislative committees for consideration 
and report, while the other communica- 
tion went to the committees on sewers 
and finance. Later in the meeting preper 
action looking to a notification by adver- 
tisement of the purpose of calling upon 
the legislature was taken. Councilman 
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GIRL'S DEATH IS 
“STILL A MYSTERY 


Detective Investigates Death of Young 
Hallie Shirley. 


MORPHINE CAUSED HER DEATH. 


Detective Simpson Says Affair Is a 
Mystery Which Cannot Be Solved. 
No Evidence Poison 
Was Administered. 


_ 


The mystery surrounding the death of 
Hallie Shirley, the -young girl who died 
at the Grady hospital Sunday morning, 
remains unsolved Detective Simpsdu 
worked on the case two days and he has 
secured no evidence which throws any 
light on the affair. 

The Grady hospital physicians stated 
before the coroner’s jury that they be- 
lieved the girl died of morphine poison- 
ing. Her aunt testified that there was 
no morphine in the house, and that there 
Was no Known reason why Hallle should 
havé killed herself. 

It was such a case as cdlled for policé 
investigation, and a detective was de- 
tailed to look into it. 

Hallie Shirley was only fourteen years 
of age. She came to the city from 


Moore’s Milis to work. and secured a 
position in a factory, at a salary of $la 
day. She was saving money and was 
perfectly cheertul and happy. Her rela- 
tives knew nothing in her life which 
would have caused her to commit suicide. 
A girl so young, they said, had no reason 
to be tired of life, especially as her's 
was bright and happy. 

The detectives worked on the two the- 
ories that the poison might have been 
taken by mistake or might have been ad- 
ministered by some other person. But 
no evidence was sécured to bear out 
either of the theories. 

“From the evidence of the physicians,”’ 
Detective Simpson states, “it seems that 
the girl was undoubtedly poisoned, but 
I cannot ‘believe she took the morphine 
with suicidal intent, and it is possible 
that she did not take it herself. It is a 
very mysterious case, but 1 do not think 
we can find any evidence to solve the 
mystery.” 


CZAR PREACHES A SERMON. 


He Gives Some Advice to Elders of 
Villages. 

St. Petersburg, September 15.—The czar 
yesterday summoned deputations of the 
elders of the cantons and villages in the 
governments of Kursk, Poltava, Khar- 
koff, Tchernigoff, Orel and Voronezh to 
meet him at the house of the guvernor 
of Kharsk. When the elders were as- 
sembled the czar addressed them per- 
sonally as follows: + 

“Last spring peasants in some. districts 
of the province of Poltava and Kharkoff 
plundered neighboring estates. The cul- 
prits will meet the punishment they de- 
serve. The authorities will not, in fu- 
ture, allow such disturbances to occur. 
Of that I am sure. I desire to remind 
you of the words my late father at the 
time of his coronation spoke to the can- 
tonal elders: 


‘Listen to your. local nobility and dof 


not believe sensational nonsense.’ 
‘“‘Remember,’’ continued the czar, “that 
a man gets rich net. by seizing the prop- 
erty of others; but by honest labor and 
thrift end by Hving according to the com- 
mandments of God. Repeat all I have said 
to you to the other people of your vil- 
lages and tell them further that I will 
not leave their real needs unheeded.’’ 
The czar visited the town of Mursk this 
morning and met with an enthusiastic re- 
ception. After the customary function 
of the presentation of the bread and salt 
his majesty visited the Senamesky mo- 
nastery and the community of the Red 
Cross sisters of mercy. He subsequently 
attended an assembly of nobles, where 
a statue of Alexander III] was unveiled.

The mayor also acquainted council 
with the fact that Captain Evan P.

“Atlanta, Ga., September 15.—Hon. Liv- 
ingston Mims, Mayor of Atlanta.—Dear 
Sir: With the announcement of my can- 
didacy for mayor of Atlanta I sent in my 
resignation as councilman from the sev- 
enth ward to take effect on September 
15, 1902.

And when they told me, I said, ‘Now, 
perhaps it may happen to interest you 
two citizens to know that Uncle Sam 
spends millions of dollars every year for 
the support of the weather department.

Alderman Johnson Declared Amend-

for Mayor Stood. 


By a vote of nine to seven yesterday 
afternoon council laid on the table until 
tomorrow afternoon the recommendation 
of the electric light committee which 
Sought to grant the Atlanta Elecfric Com- 
Pany a thirty-year franchise. 

Eight amendments were offered and 
all of these will be considered at that 
meeting. The matter was held up on mo- 
tion of Alderman Longino, who declared 
that, in view of the number of amend- 
ments proposed, he would not be able to 
vote intelligently until he became thor- 
Oughly familiar with the contents of the 
amendments. Ihe city clerk was instruct- 
ed to supply each member of council with 
& copy of all the amendments before the 
meeting tomorrow. 

The amendments 
effect, as follows: 

By Councilman Hill—That the new com- 
pany pay the following percentages on 
the gross receipts from its business both 
inside and outside the city: Each year, 
from the approval] and acceptance of fhe 
franchise until January 1, 1908, 3 1-2 per 
cent; each year from 190% to 1925, 4 1-2 
per cent. and each year thereafter, until 
the expiration of the franchise, 5 1-2 per 
cent. 

By Councilman Fircher—That in addi- 
tion to paying 1 per cent, each year, trom 
the approval and acceptance of the fran- 
chise, until 1905; 2 per cent each year from 
1£065 to 1925, and 3 per cent each year thero- 
after until the expiration of the franchise.

per cent on all its property both inside

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, September 1[5.—Liverpool closed 
practically unchanged to a shade lower than 
Saturday, while this market continues very 
firm at above Saturday’s closing prices. Low 
temperatures in the Mississippi leadifig to a 
fear of frost last night in exposed places 
caused the advance at the opening. Then the 
south sold, supplying the demand and a slight 
decline carried prices back, but the temper 
here is distinctly bullish based on the small 
stock, together with the absence of any sell- 
ers of the near deliveries. March is in sup- 
ply om any advance by brokers supposed to 
represent the bull party. It is this heavy sell- 
ing which prevents outside buying, as it ren- 
ders all suspicion of the advice to buy when 
Marck is offered for csaie at 16 t» 20 points un- 
Cer January. Crop advices continue bullish in 
their tenor. With a large crop needed the 
trade is unanimous in advising purchases and 
to avoid short selling. 


R. M. Seale & Co.’s Genera] Market 
Letter. 


Atlanta, Septcmber 15.—Cotton—Liverpool 
again looked on the situation in an undecided 
Way, and practically did nothing, déliveries 
being market a shade lower, but spots were 
quoted unchanged with moderate demand and 
sales of 8,000 bales. The weekly report of 
trade from Manchester was decidedly more 
cheerful, recording an increase of transactions 
with India, where the business outlook has 
Leen improved by better crop prospects, and 
noting a better demand from China, though 
quotations are not entirely practicable. The 
temper in our .arkets remained distinctly in 
iavor of full vaiues, though trading was some 
what tamé, owing to the continued liberality 
of receifts. Light frost occurred at a few 
ecattered points in the belt over night, but 
no serious complaints came to hand regarding 
this feature. There is an undisguised fceling 
of friendliness to the market, based on the 
telief that consumption will exceed the yield, 
and good support to prices is likely to be 
observed should any pressure of consequence 
appear. 

Stocks—Dralings In ‘he markct todsy were 
governed exclusively by the money situation. 
Ir.itial bids were I1Q per cent, phich failed to 
bring out any offerings, and it was not until 
the bids had been advancec to 15 per cent that 
any traneactions were reported. Sterling ex- 
change declined owing to the high rate pre- 
vailing for money ana the incréased offerings 
of commercial bills. Little definite news was 
received from the anthracite coal strike situa- 
tion. The professional element utilized the 
anxiety with regard to the monetary situation 
and the consequent liquidations itn progress, 
by selling stocks freely, and the short interest 
vas substantially increased. Sugar wie bid 
up quite freely in the forenoon, with nothing 
definite in the way of news attending its 
ecurse. A few stocks were comparatively well 
supported, being St. Paul, Unton Pacific, Bal- 
timore and Ohio, Atchisen, Missouri Pacific, 
Southern Pacific and the Wabash issues. Af- 
ter touching an extreme rate of 20 per cent, 
racney gradually relaxed to 6 per cent. 

Wheai—No attention to the cabies, and whila 
there was a good run of receipts in the 
northwest, good buying prevailed from the 
start, with commission house buying, presum- 
ubly for St. Louis shorts. Armour was 1 
good seller of September, while shorts in that 
month covered. The cash export demand was 
a bullish feature. The buying of today was 
considered very good, and we look for its con- 
tinuance. We think it is dangerous to be 
short September, and look for higher values 
all around, 

Corn—Receipts were a little larger, but the 
market showed considerable strength with 
buying by commission houses and covering by 
shorts, while Cudahy solid to Comstock, the 
pest local buyer. The reports as to damage 
were rather conflicting, and should they prove 
serious, they are being well discounted. We 
favor sales cn hard spots. 

Oats—The inspection was much Improved 
end there was good commission house selling 
of May, with Patten buying. What strengtno 
appeared was in sympathy with corn. 
Values look high to us. 

Provisions—Hogs closed soft with 5,000 left 
over. Changes in the market were not very 
extensive, but values displayed strength. We 
regard the market as being in a strong posi- 
tion, and advise purchases on all little dips.

New Orleans, Septomber 1[5.-—Liverpool ad-

New York, September 145.—Today’s stock 
market showed itself very sensitive to the 
money situation, and the price movements 
throughout the day were closely related to the 
developments !n the money market. The firm 
opening in th» stock market was obviously 
due to the hope that the measures of reef 
announced by the secretary of the treasury 
would résult in forcing down the rate for call 
loans. The opening rate of 15 per cent coun- 
teractea this Influence and induced @ general 
cpilling over of stocks all around the room. 
Money lenders reported that the funds offered 
at 15 per cent were mostly for account of 
cut-of-town institutions. Several millions 
reported shipped from Chicago on Saturday 
were presumably included in these funds. 
Meantime the local banks were holding for a 
20 per cent. rate, which some of them got 
later in the day when the out-of-town supply 
had been absorbed. When the demand for 
loans had been satisfied, some Of these banks 
found themselves with funds still on hand, 
which they offered in the market and helped to 
break the rate to 6 per cent. The maturity of 
a $15,000,000 Installment on subscriptions to 
the Oregon Shor: Line bonds issue greatly ag- 
gravated the situation and necessitated cot- 
siderable calling and shifting of loans. At 
the time the previous similar instaliment was 
paid the funds were immediately reloaned at 
the stock exchange, and the presumption is 
thus warranted that the same thing was done 
teday. This would account tor the large sup- 
ply of money which came into the mafket late 
in the day. The small requirements left un- 
satisfied at the time emphasized the weakness. 
The sharp decline in sterling exchange en- 
couraged the hope that the engagements of 
gold for import are near at hand, the rate of 
sterling at the close being within a small 
fraction of the point at which gold imports 
are reckoned profitable. Posted rates for ster- 
ling sixty day bills were twice reduced, bring- 
ing the price down a full cent in the pound, 
while for demand gaterling the posted rate was 
marked down ‘%c. The London money rate 
was not affected, but the stock marke? there 
was disturbed by a fear that the Bank of 
England may advance its minimum discount 
rate this week in order to help divert New 
York’s demand for gold upon Paris, which 
is generally believed to be best supplied at 
present to meet the demand. The stock mar- 
ket closed witrout any actual engagement 
being announced. The low prices of the day 
in the stock market followed @losely upon the 
20 per cent rate for money, and the late 
easing in the money rate resulted in a sub- 
stantial rally, which wiped out earlier Iosses 
in a number of important stocks, but still 
left fractional net losses in the majority of 
cases. No one is heard to express any ap- 
prehension that there is danger 
crisis in commercial or industrial affairs, but 
the outlook for speculative borrowers fur the 
purpose of holding securities on margin is 
believed to te somewhat clouded. The general 
opinion this evening was that. the best hope of 
relief for the money market lay in the pros- 
pects of golt imports. An upward movement 
‘n sugar was a slightly sustaining influence 
ir, today’s weak market. 

Bonds moved narrowly in sympathy with 
stocks. Total sales, par value, $3.050.000. 

Government bonds were all unchanged on the 


last call. 

Total sales of stocks today were 632,700 
shares, including Atchison 45,300; do. pre- 
ferred 11,800; Baltimore and. Ohio 368,600; 
Canadian Pacific 3,500; Chicago Great West- 
ern 6,000; Erte 17,00Q; Illinois Central 7,400;

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, September 1|5.—Reactionary influ- 
ences from Saturday’s slump were a work in 
grain today. This was a condition somewhat 
unexpected, for it was generally supposed 
that Judge Chytraus’ decision in the oats 
case Saturday would bring out long grains. 
Traders were somewhat in the dark as to 
whether they dare to do’ any business in fu- 
tures at other than cash prices, and as a re- 
sult outside orders were scarce. Business was 
largely in the hands of locals and the near by 
futures were let severely alone because of their 
premium in general over cash prices. The 
further deliveries, however, seemed to have 
been oversold Saturday, and because of their 
seeming cheapness in comparison with ship- 
ping figures prices were shoved higher .in 
most commodities. At the close September 
wheat, December wheat and December corn 
were all 54c higher, September corn was ‘%c 
down and December oats a shade off. Janu- 
ary provisions closed 24%@7%c up. 

Wheat started out with a fair show of 
strength, largely because the crowd was not 
frightened over the issue of the injunction 
cases. It was generally believed that the 
decision in no way affected trade except in 
the case of extreme manipulation, and that 
even if the decision was upheld, the directory 
could frame governing rules that would hold. 
Many of the speculators went home Saturday 
night short. Although cables were only steady 
and little outside business came to hand, the 
fact that stocks were decreasing started an up- 
turn. In spite of the fact that there was a 
big run of wheat to this market last week 
stocks in public houses increased only “448,- 
The increase in the visible sup- 
ply ‘was only 635,000 bushels. Suying by 
shorts and a fair commission house trade 
with very light offerings started prices high- 
er. Trade was dull at times, and the out- 
sider was in the market only sparingly. St. 
Louis supported December to some extent. 
The weather was very favorable to movement 
and receipts were increasing, especially in the 
northwest. September was traded in slight- 
ly, but advanced with December. The near

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WITH HEAVY RIGHT TO JAW 
RYAN KNOCKS OUT CARTER 


Toronto, September 15.—In a_  hard- 
fought battle tonight, Ryan defeated Kid 
Carter in the asixth round. 

The crowd which began to gather early 
in the evening goon gave promise of a 
packed house which was to follow. At 
8 o’clock there were few seatg left un- 
occupied in the international arena. 
About all the ambitious middle weights 
in the country were present, either in 
person or by proxy, to challege the win- 
ner. : 

Betting men seemed to appreciate that 
it was the first hard fight which Tommy 
Ryan had engaged in since he assumed 
the title 
mons. The fact that they were against 
a lusty young fellow famed for his en- 
durance and hitting power made friends 
of Ryan very cautious in their speculation. 
They began by asking even money. The 
Carter men demanded 2 to 1. When the 
Ryan men loosened up to 10 to 7 there 
was a lot of money bet and both sides 
were busy with their grenbacks when it 
came time for the men to enter the ring. 
Ryan evidently had been disappointed in 
the handy manner in which Carter made 
the weight. The articles called for 158 
pounds at 4 p. m. Carter tipped the 
scales with not an ounce to spare, but 
trained to gréyhound perfettion. and 
Ryan looked askance at his splendid 
form. Ryan made the weight with all his 
clothes on. Immediately after weighing 
in Ryan told his close friends that if 
he won it musi be through head work 
and foot work and ne hoped that mak- 
ing the weight had weakened Carter. 

The men entered the ring at 9:33. The 
seconds for Carter were Bob Armstrong 
and Kid McPartland.

SAYS HE IS CITY EMPLOYEE 


nagin, of Health Board, Began

The committea, of citizens from the 
west side positively refuses to cooper- 
ate with the committee appointed by 
President W. C. Jarnagin, of the board 
of health, in the work of watching the 
crematory to ascertain beyond any pos- 
sible doubt whether or not the furnace 
is inicinerating the city’s filth according 
to contract. 

The committee from the west side is 
composed of B. F. Stockton, J. W. Lam- 
bert and C. A. Cook. Mr. Cook de- 
clared last night that he and his col- 
leagues were not notified of the ap- 
pointment of the other committee until 
the members were at the crematory and 
that when his committee went to the 
plant about 5 o’clock in the afternoon he 
saw a tcrowd of people there, but met 
no committee, 

“The committee did not seem to care 
to treat with us,” said Mr. Cook last 
night, “and we withdrew. We were not 
notified of any meeting, although we 
were under the impression that such 
would be held for the purpose of hear- 
ing certain witnesses. We saw the 
ground torn up considerably where some 
one had been digging, but by whose 
authority the work was done we do not 
know. Certainly we did not have a 
hand in it. I want to say further that 
another reason our committee refuses 
to have a meet with the other committee 
is from the fact that one of the mem- 
bers appointed by the president of the 
board is an employee of the city, anqd 
has been for some years. I refer to Mr. 
Ww. T. B. Wilson, assistant city en- 
gineer. We did not know that an in- 
vestigation was in progress until we 
saw a notice of it in the paper late this 
afternoon.”’ 

Committee Is Appointed. 

Mr. Cook showed a letter from Dr. 
Jarnagin notifying Attorneys. Rucker 
& Rucker, lawyers: for the - movants 
against the crematory, of the appoint- 
ment of W. T. B. Wilson, assistant @ity 
engineer; Nym Hurt, superintendent of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, and L. 8. Norman, secretary of 
the Carpenters’ Union, as a committee 
of citizens to watch the crematory in 
accordance with the action of the health 
board at its meeting Friday evening.

New Home Has at Last Been Fitted 
UD. 


DEDICATION SEPTEMBER 24 


Future at Last Seems Bright for the 
Soldiers’ Home, Which Has 
Passed Through Many 
Varying Fortunes and 
Vicissitudes. 


The confederate veterans, who, since 
the burning of the Soldiers’ home about 
a year ago, have been temporarily housed. 
on Marietta street, will be removed this 
morning to the new building which ts now 
complete and ready for occupancy. 

While the Marietta street quarters have 
been comfortable and every attention has 
been given the old soldiers, they have 
missed the woods and outdoor life which 
was not possible in town and they are 
delighted at the change. 

It was originally intended to move the 
veterans on September 1, but owing to the 
fact that the water supply was inade- 
quate it was decided to delay the change 
until this could be remedied. 

No formal dedication exercises will be 
held until Wednesday, September 24, at 
which time General Gordon and other 
prominent men will deliver addresses. The 
dedication of the chapel will take place 
September 28, when Rev. A. R. Hol- 
derby will have charge of the exercises. 

Fate seems to have dealt harshly with 
the veterans’ home, but it Is hoped that 
future chapters will be brighter. The 
original movement was started through 
the columns of The Constitution by the 
late Henry W. Grady, who wrote numer- 
ous editorials which aroused the people of 
the state to the importance of caring 
for the state’s aged and decrepid veterans. 
The money was raised and the home was 
built, only to meet with a failure of sup- 
port on the part of the state. The build- 
ing remained vacant for about ten years 
before a bil was finally passed appropri- 
ating an annual amount for its mainten- 
ance. Scarcely had the home been dedi- 
cated and the old soldiers been made 
comfortable before the building was com- 
pletely destroyed by flames. The news of 
this disaster was received with sorrow 
throughout the estate and once more 
money flowed in to build. the home anew. 
It is now complete and the battle-scarred 
and aged veterans of Georgia have a fit- 
ting home for their declining years.
